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Driver jailed following repeat conviction 


Driver jailed following 
repeat conviction 

A 10th drunk driving con¬ 
viction has landed a 50-year- 
old Olds man in jail. 

The man pleaded guilty 
Nov. 15 to a charge of driv¬ 
ing with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per 
cent. He was sentenced in 
Didsbury provincial court 
on Monday. 

The man was spotted by 
police as he drove in Olds on 
March 30, court heard. 

Police were on the look¬ 
out for him after a citizen 
phoned in a complaint. 

As the patrolling RCMP 
officer watched, the accused 
drove through a stop sign 
and cut off a pickup before 
being stopped. His blood al¬ 
cohol level was 160 per cent. 

On Monday, Judge Frank 
Maloney said the man - who 
served six months in jail for 
a 1986 drunk driving con¬ 
viction and one year for the 
same offence in 1987 - de¬ 
served jail once again. 

“Your record cries out for 
jail,” said Maloney. “You’re 
a menace on the highway. It’s 
clear from the record that 
you don’t even care.” 

Judge Maloney sentenced 
Larry Donald Leonard, 50, 
to 90 days in jail, fined him 
$1,150, and prohibited him 
from driving for two years.

Burrell vs. Shea 
lawsuit dropped

Mountain View County’s 
involvement in the Burrell/ 
Shea lawsuit will be termi¬ 
nated and the county’s claim 
to any public money spent to 
this point will be waived, 
said Reeve A1 Kemmere. 

The $50,000 defamation 
lawsuit between Division 5’s 
previous councillor Linda 
Burrell and current council¬ 
lor Arnie Shea was launched 
by Burrell through Moun¬ 
tain View County, last year. 

Kemmere said council of 
the day understands the pre¬ 
vious council’s involvement, 
but chose not to continue. 

“This council did not 
want to pursue it. We under¬ 
stand the rationale to the 
start of the lawsuit and the 
county’s involvement to this 
point, that is why we won’t 
claim back any money spent 
to date, but we felt council 
was in conflict having one 
of our own involved in the 
lawsuit,” said Kemmere. 
“We decided it would not be 
fair practice for us to con¬ 
tinue.” 

Kemmere said $20,883 
has been spent, to date, for 
legal fees relating to this 
lawsuit. 

This decision was made 
in-camera, Dec. 15, without 
administration or Council¬ 
lor Shea present. 

When asked if the vote to 
terminate involvement was 
unanimous amongst the six 
councillors present, 

Kemmere would only say it 
was a “council vote and that 
is all I will say on that one.” 

MVC legal counsel, previ¬ 
ously representing Burrell, 
will no longer be able to 
continue doing so because of 
the conflict of interest. 

“Prior to making this mo¬ 
tion county lawyers said 
they would not continue if 
the county terminated in¬ 
volvement,” said Kemmere. 
“They felt it would not be 
fair to (Burrell), the county 
or Arnie.” 

Burrell was contacted but 
chose not to comment, when 
asked how this decision 
would affect the outcome of 
the lawsuit. 

Shea also chose not to 
comment on how this will 
affect his defence, but did 
say he supports council’s 
decision. 

“I am very much in sup¬ 
port of the new council and 
very proud to be associated 
with them. They are chal¬ 
lenging some inherited 
problems and doing the best 
they can under the circum¬ 


stances.” 

In August, 2003 the pre¬ 
vious council voted unani¬ 
mously to begin legal ac¬ 
tion, on behalf of Burrell, 
against Shea. 

It was agreed that MVC 
would assume costs of the 
legal action, any damages 
awarded would be first used 
to pay county legal ex¬ 
penses. Any remaining 
sums would go to Burrell. 

Then Reeve, Ian Harvie, 
said council was backing 
their fellow member because 
these comments would not 
have been made if Burrell 
was not on council. 

According to a Statement 
of Claim filed by Burrell in 
Oct. 2003, Shea published 
or caused to be published a 
letter that was defamatory 
to her. 

The claim reads, in part: 
“The letter was defamatory 
of the Plaintiff (Burrell) 
and was intended to, and 
has, damaged the Plaintiff’s 
character and her profes¬ 
sional and personal reputa¬ 
tion. The defamatory con¬ 
tents of the letter were 
false, and were published 
with malice, and were de¬ 
signed to permanently dam¬ 
age the Plaintiff’s character 
and reputation.” 

The letter in question 
was sent to county council¬ 
lors, MLA Ty Lund, and 
county administration. Ac¬ 
cording to the Statement of 
Claim, the letter alleged, in 
part, that Burrell “was 
planning a criminal act” 
and had “blatantly abused 
her authority as chairper¬ 
son and Mountain View 
County representative.” 

In a Statement of De¬ 
fence, filed Dec. 18, 2003, 
Shea admitted writing the 
letter, but went on to say 
the words complained of 
were fair comment made in 
good faith without malice, 
upon a matter of public in¬ 
terest, namely a proposed 
tax levy involving residents 
of the Molmac Sub Division, 
where Shea resides, west of 
Sundre. 

The lawsuit seeks 
$50,000 in damages and 
costs of the action on a so¬ 
licitor/client basis. 

Examination for discov¬ 
ery a pre-trial procedure in¬ 
volving the disclosure of 
documents and other such 
things, has already been 
conducted in the case. 

A court date has not been 
set.

AAA Cattle update

Mountain View County 
will participate in the 
upcoming NRCB hearing re¬ 
garding the AAA/Lone Pine 
dispute thanks to a success¬ 
ful bid to council by Commit¬ 
tee for Lone Pine chair 
Murray Marsh, Dec. 16. 

Marsh expressed the com¬ 
mittee’s request “that Coun¬ 
cil participate in the hearing 
as fully as possible, includ¬ 
ing one representative who is 
well-informed of the issue 
such as Dave Derksen, the 
councillor for the division 
affected and served during 
the time AAA had initially 
developed their facility.” 

Both Derksen and county 
Reeve A1 Kemmere will at¬ 
tend, though there is no date 
set for the process. 

“Let’s be sure what we 
have is accurate and not 
heresay” Kemmere said be¬ 
fore council Dec. 16, prior to 
the decision. 

The hearing is a review by 
the Board of the NRCB of the 
Enforcement order issued fol¬ 
lowing the Alberta Court of 
Appeal decision to quash AAA 
Cattle Co.’s operating ap¬ 
proval. 

AAA is still allowed to ship 
and receive cattle so long as 
they stay under their limit of 
5,621. 

But, Marsh maintains the 
herd is still near 8,500, the 
amount at AAA when the re¬ 
duction order was placed. 


In order to reduce the 
3,000 cattle, Marsh esti¬ 
mates that 45 truckloads 
should have been exported 
between Nov. 8 when the 
court of appeal quashed the 
document that gave the 
green light to expansion, 
and the enforcement order 
at the end of November. 

“We anticipate they’re 
not doing what they’re say¬ 
ing they’re doing” Marsh al¬ 
leged. 

Simon Cobban of AAA 
Cattle Co., isn’t surprised 
by the accusation. 

They’ve (Committee for 
Lone Pine) have been mak¬ 
ing many, many unsubstan¬ 
tiated accusations for the 
past three years” Cobban 
said. 

“Everytime we’ve been 
investigated in a complaint, 
we’ve never been in viola¬ 
tion of anything. The only 
time was when we had ma¬ 
nure stockpiled 87m from a 
water well instead of 100m, 
so we moved it, problem 
gone.” 

Marsh in his address also 
reviewed key documents for 
Council, including one that 
legitimizes the Court ruling 
and facts of AAA’s expan¬ 
sion without permits. 

In the document, Mr. 
Morasch of AAA was asked 
why he didn’t apply for a 
new permit for the expanded 
size, as the facility was 
built and running before 
engineering requirements 


were met. 

“We felt that it would be 
a very complicated fight,” 
Morasch said. “We knew 
that it would definitely go 
into appeal and we would be 
in court for the next two 
years.” 

Marsh believes within the 
NRCB lies a conflict of in¬ 
terest. 

Since the initial Lone 
Pine appeal based on the leg¬ 
islation in 2003 and the 
hearing which eventually 
took place this November, 
the legislation appeal was 
deleted. 

The same lawyer for 
NRCB is the one who 
drafted the legislation 
amendment. 

As well, an invoice has 
been submitted for the pen¬ 
alty to AAA regarding ex¬ 
pansion violations, but to 
date the company has ar¬ 
gued the $1,000 fine for the 
permit that it hadn’t ob¬ 
tained. 

To Cobban, the community 
should stick together to get 
through the conflict, but it 
isn’t having a positive effect 
on the area. 

“They “Committee for 
Lone Pine) talk about com¬ 
munity, but what they’re do¬ 
ing is creating a division and 
conflict within the commu¬ 
nity” Cobban said. 

The AAA Cattle Co. feedlot 
is three quarters of a mile 
southwest of Lone Pine, 16 
km east of Didsbury.

Conservatives introduce 
standard of living strategy 


Pre-budget supplementary report 
is a “wake-up call’' to the government 


The Conservative Party of 
Canada’s supplementary re¬ 
port on pre-budget consulta¬ 
tions, released today, calls on 
the government to implement 
a number of meaningful 
measures in Budget 2005 that 
would help sustain and build 
upon a high quality of life for 
Canadians. 

“Alarm bells have been go¬ 
ing off for years while this gov¬ 
ernment sat idle watching the 
productivity gap - a key indi¬ 
cator of standard of living - 
between Canada and the 
United States widen,” said 
Finance Critic Monte 
Solberg. 

“This supplementary re¬ 
port is another wake-up call to 
the Liberals to stop sleep¬ 
walking Canadians toward 
mediocrity.” 


Solberg warned that failure 
to implement a comprehensive 
standard of living strategy now 
could result in an inability to 
adequately fund high-priority 
social programs in the future. 

“We need to fix the roof be¬ 
fore it begins to rain. Canada 
is fast approaching a demo¬ 
graphic crunch and will re¬ 
quire a larger tax base to ad¬ 
equately fund health care and 
other high-priority social pro¬ 
grams,” stated Solberg. 

“The government can en¬ 
sure our most valued programs 
are protected, and even en¬ 
hanced, by pulling the right 
levers that drive high living 
standards.” 

In its report, the Conserva¬ 
tive Party outlines key compo¬ 
nents of its standard of living 
strategy, which are: 


• the encouragement of in¬ 
vestment in Canada’s produc¬ 
tive capacity; 

• the reduction of corporate, 
capital and payroll taxes; 

• a streamlined regulatory 
environment; 

• a more rapid reduction of 
the national debt; 

• a reduction of federal 
spending to sustainable levels; 

• the encouragement of edu¬ 
cation and training; and, 

• the promotion and stimu¬ 
lation of affordable housing de¬ 
velopment. 

“The government must fol¬ 
low the lead of the Conserva¬ 
tive Party and implement a 
comprehensive standard of liv¬ 
ing strategy in Budget 2005. 
Canadians can not afford an¬ 
other round of lost opportuni¬ 
ties,” said Solberg.

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Concerns with AAA 


Dear Editor; 

In response to ‘deep concerns 
and support for AAA Feedlot’, I 
wish to express my concerns 
against this non-compliant 
“custom” feedlot operation in 
our agricultural community. 

We are not against 2,500 head 
feedlots in our area. As a condi¬ 
tion of the Agricultural Opera¬ 
tions Practice Act, AAA origi¬ 
nally contacted some neighbors 
about their 2,500 head (eventu¬ 
ally maybe 5,000 head, not ‘ani¬ 
mal units’) family based feedlot 
situated within 912 metres of 
two residences (misled and mis¬ 
informed). 

Being a “Directly Affected 
Party”, 3/4 of a mile west of AAA 


Feedlot, we were never con¬ 
tacted. We were and will con¬ 
tinue to be an agricultural based 
community without this huge 
factory feedlot situated in the 
middle of our community, espe¬ 
cially when rules are not being 
followed. Maybe some people are 
not aware of all the facts that 
adversely affect “Directly Af¬ 
fected Parties”. We have every 
right to protect our property and 
resources. 

Upon doing a chemical analy¬ 
sis of our water supply in Janu¬ 
ary 2003, and again in Novem¬ 
ber 2004, our nitrate level went 
up 4.2 mg from 3.9 to 8.1 with 
the drinking water guideline be¬ 
ing 10. In talking with a health 
inspector from the University of 


Notes from Nigeria 


Dear family and friends. 

With a loud cheer the stu¬ 
dents hurried out of the chapel. 
After a week of exams, parties 
and special programs, school 
was out for the Christmas 
break. As Mr. Seinen told us in 
closing chapel, we have 25 days 
before school starts again - or 
at least for the students. Teach¬ 
ers still have grades to finish 
and we have to return for meet¬ 
ings and get ready for the new 
semester before the students 
actually come back. But still, 
we will have a couple of weeks 
of break. 

I plan to work most of the 
break. With fewer interrup¬ 
tions, I can get a lot of work 
done. We want to start check¬ 
ing books out on-line and I have 
several things that need to be 
done before we can start that. 
We won’t have all the books 
entered into the computer but 
I want to start learning and 
working the bugs out of the 
system. 

Wednesday the Chaplain’s 
committee gave away over 
600,000 naira (over $4000 
U.S.). We do this every semes¬ 
ter but it is always an enjoy¬ 
able job. Sixty percent of the of¬ 
fering collected on Sunday 
mornings is used to support 
local (Nigerian) ministry 
projects. The other forty per¬ 
cent is used for expenses that 
are a part of the chapel program 
such as Sunday School materi¬ 
als and supplies, purchasing 


hymnals, upgrading the sound 
system etc. At the end of each 
semester members of the con¬ 
gregation are asked to submit 
applications for chapel funds. 
Various community ministries 
request funds for specific min¬ 
istry projects. There are certain 
guidelines that we have to fol¬ 
low, like no salaries, no school 
fees, it should be a special 
project that needs one-time 
funding. Some of the things we 
have done are: buy Bibles for 
an outreach project, help pay 
for printing and testing of Bi¬ 
ble translations or other lit¬ 
eracy ministries, buy bicycles 
for evangelists in remote areas 
so they can visit their churches 
and provide mattresses for an 
orphanage for children whose 
parents have died of AIDS. 

This semester again there 
were several printing projects 
that we were able to help, 
printing and translating parts 
of the Bible into several lan¬ 
guages as well as printing anti¬ 
abortion pamphlets and devo¬ 
tional materials. Though we 
generally do not fund new 
buildings or maintenance of 
buildings, when there are emer¬ 
gencies we make an exception. 
One of the ministries that some 
of our students have helped 
with had a fire in their electri¬ 
cal system so we were able to 
give them chapel funds to cover 
the majority of the repairs.

CHR warns people of 
Christmas poisons

The holiday season can be 
particularly busy with visits 
from family and friends, in¬ 
creasing the risk of you or a 
loved one ingesting poison. 

“Learned poison-proofing 
habits should not be forgot¬ 
ten despite the pace of the 
holiday season,” said Dr. 
Ingrid Vicas, director of the 
Alberta Poison Centre. “Poi¬ 
son proofing your home to 
protect small children is a 
365-days-a-year activity.” 

The Calgary Health Region 
(CHR) has some advice to 
help you and your family get 
through the holidays health¬ 
ily. A small child’s search for 
a special treat in grandma’s 
purse or luggage can result in 
a child finding and eating 
toxic medications. 

“This is a bigger problem 
than people may think,” said 
Vicas. “In fact, the Centre’s 
largest call volume comes 
from serious childhood poi¬ 
soning during the holidays.” 

Parents can prevent trou¬ 
ble by offering to store visi¬ 
tors medications well out of 
the reach of children. 

Alcoholic beverages are 
another holiday hazard that 
should be kept awey from 
children. Many mixed drinks 
and punches are appealing to 
children, particularly if 
they’re mixed with pop or 
made with fruit punch. Chil¬ 
dren should not be left unat¬ 
tended, and all leftover 
drinks should be discarded at 
the end of the evening to pro¬ 
tect early rising children. 
Consumption of even small 
amounts of alcohol can result 
in effects ranging from giddi¬ 
ness to convulsions and 
coma. 

Perfumes and colognes, 
common Christmas gifts, also 
contain a high percentage of 
alcohol and can be dangerous 
for children who drink them. 
Alcohol affects children very 
quickly. If a child has swal¬ 
lowed any alcohol or alcohol 
derivative, contact the Al¬ 
berta Poison Centre immedi¬ 
ately. 

When one thinks of the 
holiday season, visions of 
Christmas-type plants arise. 
Holly and mistletoe have oc¬ 
casionally caused vomiting 
and diarrhea when as few as 
two or three berries have 
been eaten. 

“The much maligned poin- 
settia has caused no more 
than skin irritation in some 
people through contact with 
the milky sap,” said Dr. Vicas. 


“Rumors of poisonous poin- 
settias have been greatly ex¬ 
aggerated. It would probably 
take several hundred leaves 
to be ingested before a child 
feels any ill-effects.” 

Holiday decorations also 
pose a hazard to children. 
They are often irresistible to 
toddlers particularly, and 
small or easily broken orna¬ 
ments can present a lot of 
problem if a child puts them 
in their mouth and swallows 
them. The best advice for 
these situations is to put the 
breakable ornaments and/or 
decorations up high so that a 
child can’t reach them. In 
addition, keep smaller toys 
away from a child because 
they too can cause a toddler 
to choke. 

Any object swallowed by a 
child is a potential medical 
problem. Button batteries 
(used in watches or small 
hand-held electronic games), 
for example, can become 
lodged in a child’s throat or 
stuck in their stomach. Al¬ 
ways check with the Alberta 
Poison Centre or a family phy¬ 
sician when a child has swal¬ 
lowed something that can be 
potentially harmful. Objects 
that have blocked air pas¬ 
sages are considered medical 
emergencies, and an ambu¬ 
lance or 9-1-1 should be con¬ 
tacted immediately. 

The Alberta Poison Centre 
offers a 24 hour a day, 365 day 
a year service to citizens 
across the entire province. 
When you contact the Poison 
Centre, experts not only pro¬ 
vide immediate advice on the 
treatment of poisonings, but 
will offer suggestions on how 
to prevent poisonings. 

“It is so important for eve¬ 
ryone in the province to know 
that these services exist, free 
of charge,” said Vicas. “It can 
make a difference between 
life and death.”

Straight From the Table 

Council met on December 16th to work through a packed agenda. 

Here's a few of the highlights. 

Council Supports Search and Rescue: Council approved a contribution of $2500 to 
each of the three Search and Rescue organizations in Didsbury, Sundre and Olds to support 
insurance costs for each program. 

Cost of Living Salary Adjustment: Council passed a motion providing a 1.5% salary and 
wage adjustment for County staff and Council to reflect the change in Alberta's Consumer 
Price Index over the last 12 months. The increase is effective January 1st 2005. 


Acme Road West: Council passed a motion to apply to the Prairie Grain Roads Program 
for funding to initiate upgrades to Acme Road west of Highway 2. The work will include a 
pavement overlay and side slope improvement. Cost is estimated at $1 million. With the grant 
in place, the County's portion will be $330,000. 

Council Approves 2005 F.C.S.S. Grants: Council approved funding for 17 organizations 
offering preventative services to strengthen local communities and families. Total funding 
requested was $213,858 of which the Province of Alberta covers 80%. The approved County

County to Pursue Olds/Didsbury Airport Purchase: Council instructed the Airport 
Committee to pursue purchase of the Olds/Didsbury Airport from the Hanger owners.

July 26. 1934 
Corner-Stone of New 
Church Laid 

The corner-stone of the new 
Evangelical Church was laid 
Sunday afternoon by Rev. W. 
W. Krueger. Ph. B.. superin¬ 
tendent of missions of the 
Northwest Conference. A 
large attendance was present to 
hear Rev. Krueger and see the 
copper box containing books, 
money and papers laid away in 
the corner pillar and sealed in 
a marble slab bearing the name 
of the church and date of the 
building. 

The box contained all 
the old records taken from 
the old corner stone after 
the fire; a copy of the latest 
discipline of the church, a 
cathechism. hymn book, the 
church papers. Sunday 
school literature, the current 
issues of the Didsbury Pio¬ 
neer and a number of current 
coins. 

The service was held on the 
building site and was conducted by 
Rev. H. J. Wood, pastor of the 
church. Following devotional 
exercises and an anthem by the 
choir. Rev. Krueger addressed 
the gathering and deposited 
the box. closing the opening 
with the marble slab.

Suddenly a great company of the 
heavenly host appeared with the 
angel, praising God and saying, 
“Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace to men on whom his 
favor rests.” Luke 2:13-14 

Long before the season of Christ¬ 
mas appears the music of Christmas 
makes its way into the world an¬ 
nouncing to all the coming of the 
Savior. As the Christmas season 
approaches the frequency and some¬ 
times even the volume of Christmas 
music increases. Such constant 
(some of my friends say incessant) 
playing of Christmas music bids us 
to pay attention to the time. It 
draws our attention not only to the 
incarnation of Jesus, God taking on 
human flesh, it also proclaims to us 
that this same Jesus who was born 
in Bethlehem to die on a cross in 
Jerusalem is present in the world 
today. 

We might complain about how 
poorly the music of Christmas has 
come to us, distorted as it is by hu¬ 
man sin, greed, and self- 
centeredness. But beneath the poor 
veneer Jesus Christ, who chose a 
crude manger for his first appear¬ 
ing is still present. He is still the 
light the darkness can not over¬ 
shadow. 

When I think of the musical build 
up to Christmas I think of all that 
has happened in the history of hu¬ 
manity that led up to that singular 
event. 

Way back in the garden of Eden, 
with the Fall of humanity, came the 
first heart strums of that salvation 
music when God promised Eve a son 
who would put an end to Satan’s op¬ 
pression and undo all human woe. 
I wonder what lullaby Eve sang 
when she gave birth to her first 
born? 

As the days of humanity grew in 
number so salvation’s song grew 
stronger and clearer. Listen to the 
song sung by Deborah (Judges 5) 
and Hannah (1 Samuel 2), the song 
of Moses (Deuteronomy 31). What 
do you make of the great songs of 
David and Solomon and the temple 
composers? 

As the first Christmas day drew 
near the music neared its crescendo 
both in intensity and frequency. 
The beauty of Mary’s Song, the 
Magnificat (Luke 1), inspired by 
God is still unsurpassed is joined by 
Zechariah’s Song, the Benedictus 
(Luke 1). 


These were the songs that were 
sung in the world of human history 
but largely unknown to humanity. 

The sum of them now becomes a 
great opus swelling together an¬ 
nouncing the long expected coming 
of the Savior. Finally when the 
earth could no longer contain the 
song, the hosts of heaven shatter the 
night’s silence. The depths of the 
dark Judean night give way to Sal¬ 
vation’s Song, “Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace to men 
on whom his favor rests,” the whole 
host of heaven sing. Salvation’s 
song wakes up tired shepherds and 
moves them along to see and to wor¬ 
ship Jesus as their savior. 

Pay attention to the music, 
friend. Still today salvation’s song 
draws people to Christ as the mes¬ 
sage of the Gospel goes forth 
throughout the world. Salvation’s 
song still draws people living in 
darkness into the marvelous light 
of salvation. 

Some would attribute the power 
to draw people to the music itself. 
In deed music is a powerful medium. 
But to attribute it such power is 
pure idolatry, the worship of created 
things over against creator. The 
power of salvation’s song comes 
from the author of the music who 
is Jesus. 

The world tried to put an end to 
salvation’s song on Good Friday 
when it killed the author, and coro¬ 
nation as Lord of Lords a new song 
was begun. (Revelation 4). 

All too soon the blare of Christ¬ 
mas music will come to an end. But 
Salvation’s Song will be sung. 

That is the good news for you and 


me. Salvation’s song-Jesus, is ever 
present in our world, ever comfort¬ 
ing, always beckoning us. 

Pay attention to the music, dear 
friends. Our salvation draws ever 
closer with every song that is sung. 
As the song of salvation woke up 
tired shepherds and drew them to 
Jesus so I pray confidently that it 
will continue to do that with you 
and me. Wherever we are Salva¬ 
tion’s song is present-yes even if the 
place you are at today is filled with 
darkness. Pay attention to the mu-

QUESTION: I understand that I can’t diagnose my own son 
for attention deficit disorder (ADD), but it would be helpful if you 
would list the kinds of behavior to look for in a child or adult who 
may have ADD. You’ve described the condition in general terms, 
but what are the specific characteristics of someone who has this 
disorder? 

I)R. DOBSON: Edwztrd M. Hallowell and John J. Ratey, au¬ 
thors of an excellent text titled “Driven to Distraction” (Simon & 
Schuster) list 20 symptoms that are often evident in a person 
with ADD or ADHD (attention deficit hyperactive disorder). They 
are: 

1. A sense of underachievement, of not meeting one’s goals 
(regardless of how much one has accomplished). 

2. Difficulty getting organized. 

3. Chronic procrastination or trouble getting started. 

4. Many projects going simultaneously; trouble with fol¬ 
low-through. 

5. Tendency to say what comes to mind without necessar¬ 
ily considering the timing or appropriateness of the remark. 

6. An ongoing search for high stimulation. 

7. A tendency to be easily bored. 

8. Easy distractibility, trouble focusing attention, tendency 
to tune out or drift away in the middle of a page or a conversation, 
often coupled with an ability to focus at times. 

9. Often creative, intuitive, highly intelligent. 

10. Trouble going through established channels, following 
proper procedure. 

11. Impatient; low tolerance for frustration. 

12. Impulsive, either verbally or in action, as in impulsive 
spending of money, changing plans, enacting new schemes or ca¬ 
reer plans, and the like. 

13. Tendency to worry needlessly, endlessly; tendency to 
scan the horizon looking for something to worry about, alternat¬ 
ing with inattention to, or disregard for, actual dangers. 

14. Sense of impending doom, insecurity, alternating with 
high risk-taking. 

15. Depression, especially when disengaged from a project. 

16. Restlessness. 

17. Tendency toward addictive behavior. 

18. Chronic problems with self-esteem. 

19. Inaccurate self-observation. 

20. Family history of ADD or manic-depressive illness, de¬ 
pression, substance abuse or other disorders of impulse control 
or mood. 

QUESTION: You’ve said that schools need to have enough 
structure and discipline to require certain behavior from children 
whether or not they have a natural interest in the subject being 
taught. Then you must favor a very structured, teacher-led pro¬ 
gram, where student behavior is rather tightly controlled. Why? 

DR. DOBSON: One of the purposes of education is to prepare 
a young person for later life. To survive as an adult in this society, 
one needs to know how to work, how to get there on time, how to 
get along with others, how to stay with a task until completed 
and, yes, how to submit to authority. 

In short, it takes a good measure of self-discipline and control 
to cope with the demands of modern living. Maybe one of the 
greatest gifts a loving teacher can contribute to an immature 
child, therefore, is to help her learn to sit when she feels like 
running, to raise her hand when she feels like talking, to be polite 
to her neighbor, to stand in line without smacking the kid in 
front, and to do English when she feels like doing soccer. 

I would also like to see our schools readopt reasonable dress 
codes, eliminating suggestive clothing, T-shirts with profanity or 
those promoting heavy-metal bands, etc. Guidelines concerning 
good grooming and cleanliness should also be enforced. 

I know! I know! These notions are so alien to us now that we 
can hardly imagine such a thing, but the benefits would be appar¬ 
ent immediately. Admittedly, hairstyles and matters of momen¬ 
tary fashion are of no particular significance, but adherence to a 
standard is an important element of discipline. The military has 
understood that for 5,000 years. 

If one examines the secret behind a championship football team, 
a magnificent orchestra or a successful business, the principal 
ingredient is invariably discipline. Preparation for this discipli¬ 
nary lifestyle should begin in childhood. That’s why I think it’s a 
mistake to require nothing of children: to place no demands on 
their behavior, to allow them to giggle, fight, talk and play in the 
classroom. We all need to adhere to reasonable rules, and school 
is a good place to get acquainted with how that is done.

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Missing our family and friends at Christmas 


Dear Family and Friends, 

This year there is no Chaplain at 
Hillcrest, so I volunteered to find 
and ask service leaders and speak¬ 
ers. A couple of weeks ago we had a 
couple of problems with my arrange¬ 
ments for the Sunday morning serv¬ 
ice at Hillcrest Chapel. For the first 
few months of the School year I had 
sent notices to the service leaders 
and the speakers, but I had slacked 
off recently. Anyway, on Monday 
morning I got a note from the serv¬ 
ice leader for the following Sunday 
saying that he wouldn’t be at 


Hillcrest. I quickly gave him some 
names to try and he found someone 
to take his place. 

However, the speaker had also 
not been contacted and I finally got 
hold of him on Wednesday. He had 
forgotten and had made another 
commitment-wow! So Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon I chased down possible 
speakers, wondering if I’d have to 
speak myself. Fortunately a friend 
from our accountability group 
agreed to speak. Sunday went with¬ 
out a hitch, and no one knew how 
close we had come to having no 
leader or speaker. 

So this last week I got busy and 


sent out the notices to the leaders 
and speakers for the next few weeks 
of Chapel. I feel better. Emergencies 
can still arise, but at least I will 
have done my part. 

Thursday I drove six and a half 
hours to Mokwa. The road is fairly 
good, although for the last three 
hours the road has some bad 
patches. There were many police 
checks, but the police are probably 
out because there have been prob¬ 
lems with robbers. Anyway, we 
didn’t meet any thieves or even any 
of the ‘mobile tax collectors’. 1 was 
very grateful, and consider the 
safety and the absence of hassle to 
be answers to prayer. God is good. 

At Mokwa there was a Church 
meeting. Thursday night a meeting 
for all of the Church District Super¬ 
intendents was held. Because of the 
problems with the election of Presi¬ 
dent and General Secretary at the 
General Conference in August, a 
solution was needed so that the 
Church could carry on. The man 
who called together the CDS’s is an 
engineer who has a business in 
Abuja. He presented a proposal, 
which was welcomed and endorsed 
by the CDS’s. So the meeting the 
next day, instead of being long and 
difficult, was short and sweet. The 
chairman explained what had been 
done and then read the communique 
from the CDS’s. 

Starting in January, a manage¬ 
ment committee comprised of the 
three living former presidents of the 
denomination will look after the 
Church. Hopefully they will rectify 
some problems with the constitu¬ 


tion, sort out some of the personal¬ 
ity problems, and heal some of the 
divisions. The chairman of this com¬ 
mittee is well respected and very ca¬ 
pable. He was Nigeria’s ambassador 
to Spain, the Vatican, and Chad, 
back in the 1990’s. He was also 
UMCA’s first president, but only for 
a few months. Many of us feel that 
God has brought him back to Ni¬ 
geria ‘for such a time as this’. 

So prayers for a peaceful resolu¬ 
tion of the leadership crisis in the 
Church were also answered, and we 
are very grateful. Mokwa is not a 
large center, but it is centrally lo¬ 
cated for the churches of our de¬ 
nomination. The Church has a 
campground there that is slowly 
being developed. 

Probably the two of us from Jos that 
attended the meeting had traveled the 
furthest. We returned home Saturday, 
having passed through at least thirty 
police checks. However, we didn’t have 
any trouble of any kind on the road and 
we praise God for His hand of protec¬ 
tion. Thank you also for your prayers. 

Please pray for the students and staff 
at Hillcrest as exams are given and 
marked this week. Also, many will travel 
during the next week. Please pray for 
safety for them. We appreciate your sup¬ 
port. 

We expect to spend most of Christ¬ 
mas Day with Baptist missionary 
friends. We’ll probably have a big meal 
and lots of great fellowship. We won’t 
miss the snow, but we’ll certainly miss 
our families and friends.

More than 2,000 years ago there was a 
M;in horn contrary to the laws of nature. 
This Man lived in poverty and was mired 
in obscurity.
